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The Centers for Disease Control entered 
uncharted territory with the outbreak of a 
respiratory disease caused by a novel (new) 
coronavirus. First detected in China in 
December of 2019, COVID-19 rapidly spread 
worldwide, first to Korea and Japan, then to 
Italy and the United States; at time of print, 
it was in more than 110 countries and was 
responsible for more than 4500 deaths. By 
March of 2020, multiple states, including 
Massachusetts, had declared a state of 
emergency; on March 10th, universities 
around the States began to shut down and 
moved to online learning exclusively in an 
effort to keep people from congregating in 
close quarters. The stock market plummeted 
in response to the virus, and many 
businesses - particularly in the industries of 
tourism and air travel - faced devastating 
loss of demand for their services. Within the 
United States, the coronavirus sent people to 
stores to clear shelves of hand sanitizer, 
soap, disinfecting wipes, protective face 
masks, and even toilet paper. The situation 
evolved on a day-to-day basis with new travel 
restrictions and “hot spots” of the virus 
popping up on a rolling basis. On March 11, 
the World Health Organization declared 
COVID-19 a pandemic. On March 12, 
schools across the state began to close, some 
for one week, some for two weeks, and other 
indefinitely, as buildings needed to be 
cleaned and large crowds were discouraged 
from gathering. The only certainty at time of 
print was that the virus would get worse 
before it gets better. Communities across 
Massachusetts found themselves bracing for 
what that might look like. 
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In response to COVID-19, many 

countries imposed travel restrictions 
at their borders. Passengers arriving 
from international destinations were 


screened for fevers and faced a 14- 
day quarantine depending upon 
where they'd been traveling. On 
March 11, President Trump shut 
down travel between the United 
States and Europe for 30 days in an 
effort to contain the virus.

The 2019-20 NBA season was suspended as 
a result of the coronavirus pandemic. The 
league announced at 9:31 p.m. ET on 
March 11 that, following the games that 
night and until further notice, no games 
would be played while the league 
determined its next steps, as a Utah Jazz 
player — center Rudy Gobert tested positive 

for COVID-19. On Thursday, Jazz guard — 
Donovan Mitchell confirmed on Instagram 
that he, too, had tested positive. Five NBA 
teams who had played the Jazz were 
ordered to self-quarantine: Detroit Pistons, 
Boston Celtics, Cleveland Cavaliers, New 
York Knicks and Toronto Raptors. 


Following the NBA’s action, the NHL also 
suspended their season on March 11. 
With 189 games and three and a half 
weeks remaining in the NHL’s regular 
season, the league hopes to resume once 
the virus peaks. 





SPRING SPORTS DELAYED 
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On March 11, it was announced that all March 
Madness tournament games would play with no 
crowds in attendance. As fears over coronavirus 
worsened, however, that suspended audience 
turned to outright cancellation on March 12. 
NCAA President Mark Emmert canceled the 
Division I men’s and women’s 2020 basketball 
tournaments, as well as all remaining winter and 
spring NCAA championships. “This decision is 
based on the evolving COVID-19 public health 
threat, our ability to ensure the events do not 
contribute to spread of the pandemic, and the 
impracticality of hosting such events at any time 
during this academic year given ongoing 
decisions by other entities,” the NCAA said in a 
statement.

On March 12th, Disneyland in Anaheim, 
California, announced thatut would close for an 
undetermined length of time im,their own bid to 
help people practice “social distancing” during the 
spreadvof the virus.
